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REMARKS 

Pending in the application are claims 2 and 17-36. 

In the Office Action of January 17, 2001, the Examiner rejected various claims, including 
claim 2, under Section 1 12, inter alia, on two principal grounds: (1) the information known by 
persons skilled in the art regarding the general structure of Complement Factor H proteins, 
particularly as to the location and identity of the CCP modules; and (2) what other Complement 
Factor H proteins were known from other species at the priority date. 

In their Response dated September 17, 2002, Applicants traversed the Section 112 
rejections and amended claim 2. However, in the Office Action dated October 17, 2002, the 
Examiner indicated that claim 2 was not properly amended. 

Claim 2 has now been properly amended. Applicants' Remarks in the Response dated 
September 17, 2002, apply to the amended claim 2. 



Conclusion 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the amendment and continued examination of the 
application. Applicants submit that all claims are now in condition for allowance. The 
undersigned invites the Examiner to call her to discuss any informalities that remain.
